GIVING ONE-TENTH 

A PRINCIPLE IN LIFE WHICH MAKES ITS INFLUENCE FELT 

IN ALL DIRECTIONS— A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE 

By COLONEL JAMES J. COOKE 

if I read His Holy Word aright, is especial- 
ly due to Him, and ought to be laid aside for 
Hiir., althoug'h, of course, we should le- 
member that the balance remaining is also 
His, and should ever be at His disposal. 

From time to time since then I have 
pressed tiiis very strongly on our Comrades 
as being the common duty of all God's peo- 
ple. Let me tell of two cases in ^vhich my 
advice was acted upon. In the first, the 
Comrade, ^v•hn remains a good Salvationist 
to this day, lias become a rich man, pos- 
sessed of houses and 
property. In the other 
case, prosperity equal- 
h' attended our Com- 
rade's earthly way 
during his lifetime, 
although he is now in 
the Gloryland. H i s 
wife and children re- 
main good Salvation- 
ists. 

In a certain London 
Corps there were two 
families. One earned 
half as much as the 
other, th6 head of the 
poorer of the two reg- 
tilarjj' gave a tenth of 
his income to the 
Lord, and yet always 
had a nice, comfort- 
able home, and the 
parents wore full uni- 
form. In the other 
family there was no 
giving of the tenth, 
the man only gave ir- 
regularly in his Cart- 



THE FIRST TIME I really gave any 
serious thought to this matter was 
when T was in charge of the Work in 
the West Indies. We were very poor in- 
deed, and I was suffering from malaria. 
When I was able to get out and about I 
could raise the money we needed for the 
war. We were not in receipt of any grant 
from London, and we did our best not to 
make any great calls upon the International 
Exchequer. 

One day. I read i 
Cry" of an Officer who 
had been greatly tried 
with money matters, 
until the thought 
came to him that he 
ought to give the 
tenth of his income to 
tlie Lord. He decided 
to do this, with the re- 
sult that at Corps af- 
ter Corps at which he 
was stationed his Sol- 
diers followed his ex- 
ample and contributed 
one-tenth of their in- 
come to thef work of 
God. This meant that 
all the ordinary ex- 
penses of the Corps 
were readily met, no 
financial difficul ties 
arose, the Soldiers 
were blessed, God's 
Spirit was poured out 
upon the people, and 
awakening after 
awakening followed. 

As I read this won- 
derful story, I confess that I felt condemn- 
ed. The Spirit of God said, "Give a tenth." 
At that time I had only sixpence in my pos- 
session; we had three horses to keep, and I 
felt almost angry with the Lord — but it 
was only for a moment, My dear wife and 
I had given up all for Him. We had no love 
for money; we were so poor that many of 
our meals consisted largely of salt fish and 
yams, or of porridge prepared from Indian 
corn. 

We did not grumble about that; but 
when the Lord said, "Give a tehth of that 
sixpence." T felt vexed and responded. 
"Lord, You can have the lot !" He was very 
patient with me, and said, "No, I only want 
a penny." T think I never gave money so 
reverently before as I did then. I doubt 
wh'etHer I ever have since — as when I gave 
Him th'at penny. 

That took place more than thirty years 
ago, and, to the glory of God, I can say I, 
have never wanted money since. 

The giving to God of one-tenth, in my 
judgment. Is a Divine plan. That amount,

I would press very stronglj' on every 
Salvationist to give one-tenth conscien- 
tiously and regularly to the Lord. If every 
Soldier was to do this, there would be very 
little need for special collections. 

I have observed that those who give one- 
tenth are, generall}^ speaking, very con- 
scientious on other matters. Looseness in 
financial matters usually comes from loose- 
ness in relation to God, and this leads to 
backsliding, and often to gross sins. 

Pray over the matter; seek to know the 
will of God on it. Hold back nothing from 
the Lord, and what He shows you to do, do 
It at once, and do it vviioleheartedly. "Biing 
ye all the tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine house, and prove 
mc now herewith, saith the Lord of Hosts, 
if I will not open you the v/indows of Heav- 
en, and pour you out a blessing that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it." 
That promise, which the Lord spoke to his 
servant, Malachi, stands unchanged to-day.

This is the Isreest sain of eny yenr pxcent 1917, when It rea'Mied 
7S,'I21. Ontario, as in various ether fields, almost equals the total (or the 
rest of tho Dominion, having 102,828, a gain of over 23,000. Quebec comes 
next ^ith 80,983, a gain for the year of 12,000. 

A surprising disclosure from the returns is the general distribution of 
motor-owning. If Is no longer the possession only of rich people of (he 
cities, hut has spread to the farms and the most sparsely settled Provinces. 
Tho average ownnrship of motor vehicles In Canada is about one to every 
fourteen persons. In Ontario the average is one in a little under ten. 
Briiiiiu Columbia has esc !n a little over Ihii, f!askatchewan one in eleven. 
Alberta one in twelve, and Manitoba one In fourteen. The four Western 
Provinces are primarily agricultural, and the fact that tliclr motoring 
population is almost as dense as Ontario's is convlncinfr evidence of the 
change. 

Every now and again the cry that the saturation point will soon bo 
reached is heard In reference to motor vehicles, but the Increase in buy- 
ing continues, motoring for pleasure may not have grown at quite the 
former pace, but, on the other hand, the advantages of the "gas buggy" 
for light and heavy transport In connection with business are increasingly 
realized. The streets of villages, the country roads, the church sheds In 
the remote communttles, all show the presence of the all-conQuering motor. 
Even !f no new purchasers came, the business from renewals would now 
provide a very comfortable Industry In Itself, 



Good-Bye Mosquitoes 

CAHEFUL observations have been 
made in France, of the extent to 
which mosquitoes are attracted 
to domestic animals In preference to 
human beings. It was proved experi- 
mentally that mosqiiiloRfl have a 
strong predilection for tbe blood of 
rabbits, stronger than for that of any 
oUier domestic animal. This discov- 
ery has been practically applied in 
many parts oC France as a protee- 
tton froza mosquitoes, and particular- 
ly from those that carry germs of 
malaria, and similar diseases. In 
many parts of France now tbe inh.ibi- 
tants raise rabbllB in conjunction 
■with poultry, and thus protect them- 
selves profitably against the dangers 
of disease-bearing mosquitoes.

THIS range of mountaina, fhe 
highest on the planet, crosses 
numerous countries in lia stretch 
from east to west. The mountains 
commence in Tibet, cross Bhutan, tien 
run through Slkhim and Bengal 
through the eehtre of Nepal anj 
then pgain into Empire territory !n 
the Kashmir, Punjab, and tbe North 
Western Provinces of indla. 

If one has been privileged to be- 
hold tbe Canadian Rockies and tie 
Swiss Alps, and then to witness sobib 
of the ranges that make up the Him- 
alayas, two points of Intereat win 
come at once to his mind. In tie 
Asiatic range there are no foothillB. 
The condition might belter be de, 
scribed as an ub&t^jicu of ine smaller 
ranges that surround the Rockies 
and the Alps. Llko Kipling's Road 
to Mandalay, the Himalayns rise up 
like thimder from the pl.-iins ot Ben- 
gal. Towering peaks with rugged 
walls that have been cut and scarred 
by raging torrents greet the vlsjlor 
with a suddenness that la inspirjj- 

A second outstanding leiiture la 
comparison with our western range 
Is the complexity of vegetation. 
Tropical trees, plants end flowers, In^ 
terspersed with tea and spice gu- 
dens, nil many of the valleys. AbovB 
are forests upon forests of tronlcsl 
hardwoods that blend Into spectmens 
that thrive only in the cold, anj 
above all Is the eternal snow. 

The word Himalaya Is from f!i8 
Sanskrit, and means the abode of Ihe 
snow god. There are vast tracka d 
this alevnted country that have not 
yet been explored by white man, anJ 
very few of the peaks have been ao 
curately measured. There are iqanr 
geographers who think tli.it time ivill 
reveal numerous peaks r\ceeillnj 
thirty thousand feet. Such n dlBcor, 
ery would rob Kverest of Its glorj. 
Although threaded by scores ot mlghly 
rivers the passes through the Hlnu. 
layas are very few. The best knowi 
of these is the Khyber, leartbig Into 
Afghanistan. Most ot the iiassi!s hare 
been used by armies and caravans 
since the dawn oC human history.

WHY RADIATORS KNOCK 
1 There are two causes of radiator 

* knocltK. First, if the valve is only 
partly turned on, there is not enough 
room for the condensed water to 
drain back into the pipe and the 
steam to enter. Tho churning of the 
water inside the radiator produces 
the rumbling sound. As the air has 
already been pushed out by the steam, 
this water is moving back and forth 
in an almost perfect vacuum. It 
therefore moves in a solid mass, and 
when It strikes the sides of the radi- 
ator, the sound, and the blow Itself 
Is like that of a hammer stroke. 

A second Cause of knocking Is the 
sudden condensing ot steam. The 
steam enters wuler thut has jolloijt'jil 
at the bottom of the radiator, and 
Instantly becomes a drop of water 
l-ivoO of Its Cornier size. Tho rest 
of the space Is a, vacuum, which tho 
water rushes to fill, and the "knock" 
Is tbe sound of tho impact as the 
sides of tho water come together. 



WHERE DUST COMES FROM 
2 Dust is made np of particles of 
nnburncd carbon from smoke; 
fragments of wool, cotton, and air; 
living organisms, and tlnely divided 
mineral matter.

HOW SOAP REMOVES DIRT 
C Soap has the power to dissolve 
tho grease in which dirt Is held 
to the skin or to clothing, and tl« I 
loosened dirt particles are waeliEd i 
off wllh water. In this process die | 
grease breaks up into tiny glohales 
that arc carried away by the soap solii' 
tion. In addition to this mechflBlcsl 
action, there Is sometimes a chemlal ] 
action. When dissolved in wata,] 
soap sets free some ot its alltalli whldi j 
again forms soap with the grease In j 
the object being cleaned.
